“No alcohol vanished from the 
Point San Pablo warehouse. It 
was withdrawn on written order 
of the owners a year ago this 
month and shipped East.” 

That was the answer yesterday 

‘ of the Philippine Refining Cor- 
poration to the damage suit for 
$8,235 brought by Mrs. Lenora 
Mason at Martinez, charging dis- 
appearance of 16,000 gallons of 
tmedicated alcohol which had been 
stored in the warehouse. 
WAS “DRINKABLE” 

The liquid easily could have 
been made drinkable by a simple 
treatment, according to her hus- 


band, Clinton»J. Mason, vice-presi- ' 


dent of the Mason Distillery com- 
pany of Sausalito.

characterized Mrs. Mason’s_ suit 
and her husband’s added claim 
that 31,000 gallons of alcohol were 
missing altogether, as ah “internal 
dispute over ownership.” 

FIRM IN “CLEAR” 

“The Philippine Refining Cor- 
poration of New Work represeut- 
ed here by D. C. Dorwood, is 
entirely in the clear,” said Alfred 
Sutro of the law firm. “The al- 
cohol in question was stored in 
the wBrehouse by the Mason In- 
dustrial Alcohol company and the 
Mason By-products company, and 
last October was withdrawn on 
their written order and shipped 
east to Monarch Manufacturing 
company, Council Bluffs, Iowa. It 
was moved in the regular way, and 
there is nothing to it so far as 
I: can see except possibly a dis- 
pute between the Mason people as 
to who owns the alcohol.” 

As to the verbal claims of 
Mason that the 16,000 gallons 
mentioned by his wife was only 
a nart of the stock that was miss- 
ing, and that there was another 
stock of 12,000 gallons owned by 
the Bank of San Rafael ‘and still 
another 3000 gallons owned by 
his wife—all unaccounted for—the 
attorneys said they would meet 
that issue when it was legally 
presented.
